This claim was refused, inasmuch as there 
were no dependents, and, in the case of Con- 
stable Murphy, His Honor allowed £150, with 
costs and expensés. 

Constables Dennehy and Sullivan claimed 
£1,000 each for injuries received while cycling 
back to Ilaunbawn hut from Ennistymon in 
March last year. 

In the former case His Honor allowed £150 
and in the latter case £120. 

Constable Connor claimed £5,000.for injuries 
from shot wounds received while on patrol in 
Kilshanpny district. He was in company with 
Constable Henehan, and was badly hit about 
the lower part of the body. Constable Henehan 
was injured about the arm. 

His Honer allowed Oonnor £250, and ad- 
journed Henehan’s claim. 

Michael Neylon was awarded £200 for wounds 
received while returning home from Mass near 
White Mount, Co. Clare.: There had been. con- 
siderable friction over a farm, the owner. of 
which Mr. Neylon had married. He was 
severely boycotted.

MR. FISHER AND HIS NEW BILL. | 


President of the Board | 
: i made at all Services in St. 


Mr. H. A. L. Fisher, 
of Education, who is attending a gathering of 
Educational Associations at Nottingham, 
yesterday afternoon at a conference arranged 
by the country and city educational authorities 
and the Council of University College, ./otting- 
ham, on the more important 
Education Bill passed last year. He said that 
in somé respects the atmosphere to-day was 
not favourable to the advance of education, as 
there was economic ferment in the public mind, 
and great dislocation of prices. When the 
policy of his bill was fully carried out, it would 
mean that the children of the working @lasses 
would receive some of the advantages fwhich 
the children: of the well-to-do bad §'ways 
secured, and it would ultimately '? the 
country far and away educationally in mt of 
every civilised nation in the world. Teachers 
would not now have to worry as to their 
financial position when old age arrived, and he 
had induced 
gave what he hoped the teachers would regard 
as an adequate system of pay. Give me happy 
teachers and happy children, he declared, and I 
will ensure that the country is prosperous. 

A demonstration of the Workers’ Educational 
Association was held in the evening in the 
Albert Hall, at which the eubject of Labour 
and Education was discussed. 

Mr. Fisher said that education was the first 
interest of Labour. We were only at the be- 
ginning of a new era. The Workers’ Educa- 
tional Association was a pioneer movement for 
the purpose of bringing within reach of the 
industrial workers the benefits of higher educa- 
tion. It had been found by experience that 
that was not impossible for men and women 


| whose lives were passed even under the severest 


industrial toil. We had organised clementary 
education. for children. but there we had 
stopped. The object that the Assoriation had 
in view was to spread the idea of adult educa- 
tion throughout the country. The movement 
was in its infancy, and it was con‘ronted bv 
great difficulties, but where theron was a will 
there was a way. 

Mr. Frank Hodges also addregsed the méet- 
ing.

In looking over the playbills of some of the 
leading German theatres the present writer has 
beon much struck with a remarkable improve- 
ment. Musical comedy ang ambiguous bhr- 
league still hold a leading flace, especially in. 
Berlin, but in all the. theatres of the Federal 
capitais, and in numerous provincial towns, 
many stages are occupied with plays of really 
high merit, a general preference being shown 
for classical and historical pigces of 
excellence. It is also worth noting that the wild 
and rather ridiculous agitation against foreign 
art and literature has almost completely 
vanished. . [n the first three years of the war 
hardly a day passed that the ultra-patriots did 
uot raise their shrill voices against musical and 
dramatic works written by Frenchmen, Britons, 
Russians, or Italians. The performance of a 
foreign work on a German stage or concert 
podium was denounced as something —uu- 
patriotic, undignified, and sycophantic. Ger- 
man music and German drama were the noblest 
in the world} why fly to the works of the enemy 


' when there is better at home? And have _Ger- 


mans no susceptibilities, no feeling of honour P 

Before me as 1 write are some of the leading 
papers of Berlin, Dresden, and Munich, and 
from these we learn that during the months of 
July and August, holiday months, be it remem- 
bered, when mary of the principal theatres are 
closed, no fewer than representations of 
Shakespeare's plays were given in these three 
cities. Dr. Weber, ot Heidelberg University, 
wrote lately to the Press that the acting of 
Shakespeare on the German stage Was chardo- 
teristic of the German people, of their mag- 
nanimity, their love of great literature wherever 
it is found, and of their recognition everywhere 
of the gifts of the greatest sons of God. 

In the theatrical programmes for the month 
in review Molidre’s ‘‘ Tartuffe”’ is given three 
times—once.in Munich, twice in Dresden. A 
Dresden dramatic critic writes thus ón the 
morning after one of the performances of 
é partufle ':—"' Even after this war, in which 
we have no reason to admire France and Frénch- 
men, we are nevertheless grateful that France 
has given us Moliére, the greatest name in her 
literature, and in modern drama the greatest 
name after the immortal Shakespeare. His 
| grand plays will never cease to hold the stage, 
and to charm even more in the performance 
Í than in the reading.” Maeterlinck appears four 


| times in the period under roview, Ibsen eight 


times, ' Cyrano '-once, and to descend from 
the sublime to the ridiculous “ Charley's Aunt’ 
| drawe crowded houses at the Berlin Lessing 
Theatre, with Guido Thielecher as the inimitable 
It is evident therefore that the in- 
tolerance and exclusiveness of the earlier war 
period hive disappeared. 

The same may be eaid of musical art. The 
Germans are justly proud of their music, While 
some of their later composers seek notoriety by 
extravagance and charlatanism—their great 
masters of the ‘eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies are supreme in all classes of work. In 
the period of fanaticiam which filled the first 
three years of the war foreign composers were 
anathema, but little by little the embargo upon 
them was dropped, and at the present moment 


they are in honoured positions both on the | 


opera stage and*on the concert platform. Turn- 
ing again to the programmes of the three cities 
we find in Berlin Verdi's “Trevatore”’ and 

i Traviata,’ Gounod’sa “ Faust" three times, 
Bizet’s “Carmen” aig times, Leoncavalio, 
Mascagni, Charpentier, Donizetti, Rubenstein, 
Tchaikoveky, and in the Theatre des Westens 
in Berlin ' The Geisha” and “ The Mikado.”’ 
In Berlin three houses give opera nightly; in 
Munich, two; im n, one. “This ie not the 
ecason for the great concerts, but we notice ad- 
vertisements and programme of popular concerts 
in the open air which should make us envious. 
Three miles from Berlin there is a large public 
garden where the finest orchestra in Berlin 
plays for three hours four times a week. One 
of the programmes contains the following :— 
Overture from “ Tannhaueer, "” Wedding March 
from “ Lohengrin,”’ Prelude to “ Tristan and 
lsolde,'” the Mendelssohn Concerto for ‘solo 
violin, and two cavalry trumpet marches. The 
tickets cost 25 pfennigs—3d. in the old days, 
about. 2d. now. 

If we turn to outdoor eporte we find the same 
revival. It wae customary Ín the early yeare of 
the war to despise football, rowing, and other 
outdoor pastimes as beneath the attention of a 
great nation at war. Occasional games, never- 
theless, were played, but it was amusing to note 
the care with which the descriptive reporter 
avoided al] English expressions in his writing. 
Some of the weirdest terme were employed as 
German equivaients. All that haa ceased, and 
the newepapers now freely use such words as 
“match,” “tart” “hurdle,” ‘* tennis,” 
“ game,” and “ play.” 

But occasionally something clashes 
moniously.

THE HOUSING ACT AND THE 
* - PROBLEM. i 
There have been growing evidences recently of 
the «tate of alarm ,which pravaile .among 
all classes in the community regarding the 
conditions under which Dublin tenants are 
living ‘as ‘a result of circumstances due to the 
war. These cónditions' are making themselves 
alvnost equally felt by the dweller in the 
suburban villa and the humble occupant of a 
single room in a city tenement. There is a 
shortage of houses among ali classes, and there 
is a widespread apprehension with regard to 
the growth of what is termed “ profiteering ' 
in dwellings. With a view generally to ascer- 
taining the extent to which the elarm and the 
@umours preyalent were justified some inquiries 
were made yesterday im the city by a represen-

THE WORKING-CLASS TENANTS. 

There are so many of the working classes 
living in tenement houses in Dublin that there 
has not been a general increase in the rents 
payable in 1914. The landlord has power to 3 
crease the rent by the increased rate that he has 
to pay. The increase in the Dublin rates since 
1914 is about 75 per cent., and it is stated that 
a further imeréase is likely. The landlords of 
tenement houses in order to recover this in- 
crease would have to face the trouble of a re- 
valuation of each dwelling, and for obvious 
reasons they have not to any large extent 
adopted this course. However, the landlords 
are not so much sufferers as might appear. in 
1914 the landlord was satisfied, according to an 
authority on the housing question, if he received 
75 per cent. of his rent; now he must be receiv- 
ing pretty well 99 per cent., because, owing to 
the house famine he has no difficulty in setting 
his rooms, and a new tenant will generally be 
glad to take the dwelling at a higher rent than 
the old. It is estimated with regard to houses 
of from £40 to £70 pre-war rental that there has 
been an increase of from 10 to 20 per cent. 
The limited power under the Act of 1919 to 
increase rents by 10 per cent. during the 6éx- 
tended period for which the principal Act is 
to operate does not appear to have been utilised 
to any appreciable extent in Dublin. Mr.

IN IRELAND. 


RULES GOVERNING ADDITIONAL 
GRANT. 


The new rules for the application of ibe 
additional grant of. £50,000 for the purpose ea 
Intermediate education in Ireland were es 
as a White Paper yesterday, and the rules 
made on the 7th of August, 1918, are 
annulled. Sh ae i 

The Intermediate Education Board má g 
their discretion apply in any eat a Sum. 
money out of the above grant, not as 
£2,000, for the purpose of the establishment o 
courses of instruction for teachers in the various 
subjects of the Board’s curriculum, and for 
aiding already existing courses of instruction 
in such subjects for such teachers, and for the 
payment for travelling and maintenance allow- 
ances to secondary teachers to enable them to 
attend such established, or aided, courses, and 
for defraying all incidental expenses in connec- 
tion with such courses, and for the purpose of 
providing travelling instructors in certain sub- 
jects, or for any one or more of ‘the above 
purposes. 

ASSISTANCE FOR SCHOOLS. - 

The Board may at their discretion apply, in 
any year, a sum of money not exceeding £6,000 
for the purpose of making advances upon ap- 
proved security to managers of schools, to be 
expended on the provision of new buildings, the 
extension or alteration of existing omes, the 
equipment of the school, the establishment and 
equipment of school libraries, and similar pur- 
poses. Should the Board think fit, they may 
devote a portion of the said sum of £5,000 to 
aid in the establishment and upkeep of schools 
in localities where the circumstances are such, 
as, in the opinion of the Board, render this de- 
sirable 

EXPENDITURE OF SURPLUS GRANTS. 

All of the grant not expended under the 
foregoing rules shall be distributed im each year 
as follows-—(a) A. capitation , grant. shall be 
paid to managers of schools complying with the 
condigions set out below in respect of all pupils 
between the ages of 12 and 19 who shall have 
made 100 attendances between those ages dur- 
ing the educational year, provided that, in the 
case of an epidemic disease occurring during 
the educational year, the Board may, if they 
think fit, aceépt. for the purposes of the pay- 
meas of this grant such lesser number than 
100 attendances as they may consider the cir- 
cumstances warrant. (b) This grant for all 
pupils over the age of 16 on the last day of the

The term standard rent is defined in the 
measure us the rent at which the dwelling-

There are few Acts of Parliament which do 
not suffer from faulty drafting, and this loose 
definition has landed us in Ireland in a hopeless 
mess, of which the Goverhment, Pilate-like, 
washes ite hands. What is a standard rent? 
The great majority of house-rents in Dublin 
are paid free of rates and taxes—that is, the 
Jandlord receives a lamp sum for the true rent 
and all charges in the nature of local rates 
which accrue out of the premises. The Local 
Government Act, 1898, makes thie course 
illegal. 

In the case of houses where the standard rent 
is in excess of £52 and, after May Ist, 1921, 
in the case of all houses, the householder lies 
naked at the mercy of the landlord. L’appeteé 
vient en mangeant, and we have seen that, 
unless it is sternly checked, the: tendency of 
“ profiteering is to increase rather than 
decrease, What remedy has the great body of 
householders? Is it not possible to follow the 
example of the farmers of Ireland? If it ie 
fair to set bounds to “ profiteering ” in land, 
which is practically what fair-rent fixing did, 
why should it not be proper to have fair rents 
fixed for houses? Why not a House Commis- 
sion ás well as a Land Commission? 

I am quite aware that such a proposal would
